*Th#  png  dog  is  highly  eateemed  l>y  dog 
lovers,  for  what  it  would  puzzle  Paul  to  tell. 
Certainly  do*  for  h:»  hcaaty,  although  taalos 
differ  about  dogs,  aa  in  other  things.  Ho  is 
comparatively  a  ni'Kleni instit-itiju,  not  gen¬ 
erally  known  or  owned  in  the  United  States 
until  about  1870.  and  in  England  only  dur¬ 
ing  tho  hut  quarter  of  this  century.  His 
origin  is  iu  doubt,  and  dog  fanciers  have 
discussed  the  point  learuodly,  ouly  to  settle 
his  paternity  as  being  of  a  Muscovite  or 
Dutch  erigin.  Many  contend  that  he  is  a 
cross  between  the  English  bulldog  and  tho 
small  Dane.  But  be  this  os  it  may,  he  is 
very  widely  distributed,  far  he  is  known 
and  petted  ia  Englund,  Iinsjua,  France. 
Holland,  China  and  Japan.  His  popularity 
is  certainly  a  caprice  of  fashion  for,  ia  the 
whole  catalogue  of  the  canine  species,  there 
is  not  ene  of  less  utility  or  on#  that  possesses 
less  attractions  than  the  pug  Granting 
him  a  modicum  of  intelligence  and  a  more 
than  ordinary  degree  of  cleanliness,  and  we 
sum  up  aQ  of  his  good  qualities.
